Yalera, after a meeting of his cabinet 
today sent another telegram to Pre- 
mier Lloyd Oeorge in which, declar- 
ing that the Sinn Fein had no thought 
a- any time of asking for the accept- 
ance ot any conditions precedent to a 
conference, he requests the premier

her '' was intended to be a demand 
for surrender or an invitation to a 
conference "tree on both sides and 
without prejudice should an agree- 
ment be reached," 


In the latter case, Mr. DeValera 


states that he would confirm the Sinn 
Fein acceptance of the invitation, and 
the Irish delegates would meet the 
representatives of the governmnt. 


Mr. DeValera also suggests tae con- 


clusion of "a treaty of accommoda- 
tion and association," expressing the 
belief that this would "end the dis- 
pute forever and enable the two na- 
tions to setHe down in peace." 


Danger lii "Open Diploflnncy." 


The natur* of the message from 


Mr. DeValera necessitates a further 
exchange of telegrams, unless some ul- 
timatum is forthcoming. 


Many o£ the London papers have 


commented on the danger of the ''op-

ment among tho great powers. 


••.Mankind is still too far removed 


from the ideals of jfeace to make 
possible at present the solution of the 
question of disarmament," is the final 
conclusion of the council's commis- 
sion. 


The replies to the assembly's re- 


quest that the governments limit their 
expenditures for the purpose of arm- 
aments for two years to the amount 
oE this year's budget are quoted In 
support of the commissions 
conten- 


tion. 


Only Bolivia. Guatemala and China 


adopted this recommendation uncon- 
ditionally- 
Belgium, - Australia 
and 


Canada accepted it with the reserva- 
tion contained in the recommendation 
itself, -which was that any contribu- 
tion of troops asked by the league 
should not be included in the total. 
Great Britain, New Zealand, India and 
Italy accepted it with the reservation 
that the recommendation 
must be 


adopted by all the other powers. 


Baagets Hcirt Js'Ot a Pair Test- 


Holland agreed, on the understand- 


ing that account be taken of the ris- 
jng prices. 
Denmark, Norway, Ru- 


mania and Chile simply stated that 
increases In their budgets were Im- 
probable.

W. Hovey, sen*ral man- 
ager, shows the gigantic proportions 
of the milk business in this section, 
During the month of August 41,61)3 
members of the Co-operative associa- 
tion participated in the great milk 
pool. Ot this number 33,943 £e]iv 
ed milk- to 874 plants operated 
by 


dealers, and 
7,660 delivered 
to 97 


plants operated by the Co-operative 
association. 
lie ports from dealers operating 374 


plants, buying from and 37 plants 
operated by the association, show that 
the total iimount of milk 
handled 


during the month tot August at all 
plants reporting wan 364,293,063 Iba. 
This amount is the 'total amount that 
mas delivered to alt plants operated 
by pooled and unpooled League mem 
bers, and by n on -League members. 


Of this amount there was delivered 


to plants operated by the dealers from 
pooled members 186,558,611 Ibs of 
milk, which added to 3S,6K3,607 Ibs., 
of milk handled In the plants opera- 
ted by the association, makes a total 
quantity of pooled milk for the month 
Of August 225,224,218 Ibs., or *2 per 
cent of the total amount of milk de- 
livered to plant purchasing from or 
plants operated by the dealers Who 
operated by the association.

The Spanish zone, where the flght-

THE RUNAWAY CUCUMBER 


tf He Hides and Cots Big Nab Him 


lor Bills or Sweets, 


o matter how sharp a lookout Is 


kept for cucumbers of alt sizes suited 
to the famous fifty-seven varieties of 
pickles, still some few \enturesome 
cukes are bound to escape. 
Hidden 


under the squash leaves or tomato 
^Ines the grow to a goodly size — 
only to be captured and used for dill 
{licitIBS, or, if ripened, made Into a 
siveet pickle 


The following recipes for these var- 


ieties come from the state college of 
agriculture at Ithaca, as do the helps 
for pickle troubles 


For dill pickles, choose cucumbers 


more than five Inches in length Wash 
them well and pack them in earthen- 
ware Jars or wooden casks. Between 
each two layers of pickles, place a 
thin lajer of dill — atalKs, leaves and 
seed balls included. 
When the cu- 


cumbers at?e packed, cover them with 
a brine solutioti. carrying 40 per cent 
salt, which Is approximately 
two 


pounds of salt to three quarts 
of 


watei 
Cover the pickles with a layer 


of grape or horseradish 
Iea^es and 


weight the whole down with a clean 
plate and stone 
Two or three weeks 


will be required for curing, after 
v> hich the pickles are ready for use 


For tbc Sweet Onus. 


For sweet pickled cucumbers use 


8 pounds cucumbers, 4 pounds sugar, 
1 <tuart i fnegar, cloves and cinna- 
mon 


Use large, ilpe cucumbers; peel, 


quarter, and take out the pulp. Cut 
the cucumbers In small squines ot 
strips about foul inches long 
Soak 


them in* a weak salt solution ovei 
night 
Diatn them and steam 
them 


until they are tendei. Heat the Mn 
ear sugar and sptcea together 
Add 


the cucumber and cook until clear
